Chairman's Remarks 


Dean Emery informed Council members that the Canada Council offered grants 
to Universities for Visiting Lecturers invited from educational 
institutions outside Canada. Forms for applying for these grants were 
distributed before the Christmas break. He explained that the deadline 
for their submission was January 16th. Since members of Faculty had not 
had a chance to review and submit these forms he would endeavour to have 
the deadline extended by one week. He encouraged members to apply for this 


funding as it would help augment the Faculty's budget for Visiting 
Lecturers. 


Curriculum Report 


Asst. Dean Gross presented Council members with a document entitled 
"Guidelines for the Preparation of Undergraduate Curriculum Proposals". 
This document had been prepared by himself and Prof. Parker for use by 
faculty members within Fine Arts who wished to become involved with 
curriculum change and/or development in their discipline. 


Mature Student Entry 


As a result of Senate's approval of the change in prerequisite requirements 
for the Mature Student Entry programmes from 120 credits to 108, the 
Faculty of Fine Arts might now consider a manner whereby a screening of 
some mature students applying for entry could be implemented with a view of 
reducing the 90-credit programme still further. Questions arose regarding 
this change as it applied to pre-fine arts programs as well as whether 
these additional credits would eventually be dropped. It was noted that 
should a decision be made to waive this requirement in some cases where 
English proficiency was a problem, then remedial courses would have to be 
made available to these students. 


Mr. Ray Martin cautioned that there was a certain sensitivity regarding 
entrance requirements and its relationship to the CEGEP system within the 
context of the Province of Quebec. He mentioned that the Universities 
outside Quebec offered four-year degree programs whereas Universities within 
Quebec offered three-year programs and that this should be borne in mind 
where prerequisites are concerned. 


Asst. Dean Gross brought forward the matter of the Faculty of Fine Arts 

and its relation or possible future co-operation with the rest of the 
University and in particular with the College of Liberal Arts. For instance, 
he noted that cross-faculty programmes could be implemented such as a 

Minor in Business and a Minor in Operations Research or a Major in Western 
Civilization. He encouraged faculty members to look into these future 
possibilities. 


Other Business - 


The first of regular announcements to be made by Divisional Directors began 
with Prof. Parker outlining the current activities being planned within the 
Division of Visual Arts. Both Directors of Performing Arts and Graduate 
Studies also included details of activities currently taking place within 
their respective Divisions.
